Annual  Report  of  the  Committee  of 
Management  for  the  Year  1946. 


The  Committee  of  Management  begs  to  submit  its  Report 
and  an  account  of  the  finances  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1946. 

Management.  The  year  has  served  to  allow  of  the  further 
settling  down  of  the  new  administrative  machinery  and  of  ad¬ 
justments  in  its  processes.  It  was  found  desirable  to  set  up  in 
addition  to  those  sub -committees  described  in  the  last  report,  a 
Selection  Committee  for  the  appointment  of  Medical  Staff 
comprising  the  Chairman  and  two  other  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management,  two  members  of  the  Medical  Staff, 
together  with  the  two  representatives  of  the  Birmingham  Faculty 
of  Medicine.  In  view  of  the  increasing  complexity  of  salaries 
and  conditions  of  service  of  the  staff,  it  was  decided  to  set  up 
ad  hoc  a  sub-committee  composed  of  representatives  of  the 
House,  Finance,  Nursing  and  Supplies  and  Purchases  Com¬ 
mittees. 

The  Committee  welcomes  Professor  Seymour  Barling, 
C.M.G.,  and  Professor  Sir  Leonard  Parsons,  alternately  with 
Dr.  A.  P.  Thomson,  nominated  by  the  University  of  Birming¬ 
ham  Faculty  of  Medicine,  on  the  invitation  of  the  Committee. 
For  various  reasons  the  services  of  Mr.  Llewellyn  Williams, 
Mr.  R.  J.  N.  Gray  and  Mr.  J.  Basil  Edwards  were  lost,  to  the 
Committee’s  regret. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  passing  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  which  received  the  Royal  Assent 
on  6th  November  and  is  expected  to  become  operative  on  1st 
April,  1948.  Although  much  is  left  significantly  to  subsequent 
regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  the  main 
provisions  of  the  Act  are  by  now  well  known.  The  assurance 
that  a  greater  responsibility  than  the  original  Bill  proposed 
will  now  fall  upon  local  management  committees  has  been 
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generally  welcomed,  although  the  Regional  Boards  will  have 
an  over-riding  authority  in  the  matters  of  broad  policy,  planning 
and  finance. 

It  seems  clear  that  the  position  of  the  Infirmary  and  the 
status  of  its  service  cannot  but  be  enhanced  in  the  new  regional 
framework.  In  order,  therefore,  that  its  administration  should 
be  able  to  meet  and  adapt  itself  to  the  new  conditions  the  Com¬ 
mittee  set  up  a  special  sub-committee  to  consider  the  incorpora¬ 
tion  of  the  Hospital  by  Royal  Charter  and  to  draft  the  necessary 
documents. 

Administration.  In  further  pursuance  of  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  Nuffield  Provincial  Hospitals’  Trust,  the 
Committee  decided  to  proceed  with  the  appointment  of  a  House 
Governor  as  chief  administrative  officer.  This  decision  coincided 
with  the  return  from  active  service  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Clout  (who 
shortly  after  obtained  another  hospital  appointment)  and  Mr. 
Harold  Wigg’s  resignation  of  the  post  of  Acting  Superintendent 
Secretary.  Mr.  J.  S.  Rippier,  Secretary- Superintendent  of  the 
Cumberland  Infirmary,  Carlisle,  a  hospital  administrator  with 
experience  of  several  well  known  hospitals,  was  chosen  from 
many  applicants  for  the  post  of  House  Governor,  and  took 
up  his  duties  on  1st  November.  Mr.  Wigg  left  at  the  end  of  the 
year  to  resume  his  retirement,  some  four  years  of  which  he  had 
foregone  to  serve  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary.  In  the  opinion 
of  those  in  the  best  position  to  judge,  few  men  could  have  under¬ 
taken  and  so  successfully  overcome  the  difficulties  of  those  four 
years.,  In  addition  to  putting  the  hospital  in  order  administrat¬ 
ively,  with  a  scanty  and  constantly  changing  staff  and  records 
that  were  almost  non-existent,  Mr.  Wigg  was  to  a  large  extent 
responsible  for  the  considerable  structural  improvements  of 
recent  years,  and  in  these  times  of  shortage,  seeing  many  of 
them  completed,  by  itself  no  mean  achievement.  The  sincere 
thanks  and  good  wishes  of  the  Committee  go  with  him  in  his 
retirement. 

Extensions.  As  it  was  hoped  in  the  last  report,  work  on 
the  new  Children’s  Wards  and  X-Ray  Department  was  begun 
during  the  year,  but  has  since  been  somewhat  hampered  by 
delay  in  delivery  of  the  steelwork.  It  is  expected  that  this  may 
soon  be  overcome.  Work  on  the  Sterilising  Block,  Assistant 
Matron’s  Offices,  Linen  Stores,  etc.,  new  Casualty  Depart¬ 
ment,  Ward  reconstruction,  and  alterations  to  the  Pathological 
Laboratory  and  Mortuary  Block  were  completed.  In  addition 
certain  other  desirable  improvements  were,  with  the  approval 
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of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  put  in  hand,  such  as  the  provisions 
of  five  Isolation  Cubicles  adjacent  to  Rushout  Ward,  and  an 
annexe  to  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Ward  for  six  cots.  Work 
on  the  new  boiler  house  and  plant  has  not  progressed  as  fast  as 
was  hoped.  Although  at  the  time  of  going  to  press  the  work 
is  within  sight  of  completion,  it  is  not  possible  in  these  days  to 
conform  to  a  timetable  where  building  and  allied  operations 
are  concerned. 

Arising  from  discussions  with  representatives  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  on  outstanding  needs  not  covered  by  the  current 
extensions,  the  Committee  was  asked  to  submit  a  second  list 
of  improvements  necessary  to  complete  the  short-term  scheme. 
This  is  in  course  of  preparation  and  will  be  designed  to  secure 
the  optimal  value  of  the  present  site  in  terms  of  beds  and  ser¬ 
vices  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  consultative  ser¬ 
vice  and  specialist  treatment.  It  will  include  doctors’  , nurses’, 
and  domestic  quarters,  kitchen,  laundry,  stores,  and  dining 
rooms,  in  addition  to  possible  rearrangement  of  wards.  Before 
leaving  the  question  of  accommodation,  the  Committee  expresses 
its  great  gratitude  to  the  Worcestershire  County  Council  for  the 
use  of  Tolladine  Hospital  for  several  months  during  ward  re¬ 
novations.  This  co-operation,  which  indeed  we  always  find  so 
readily  given  by  the  Council  and  Dr.  Wyndham  Parker,  is  greatly 
appreciated,  and  has  been  of  invaluable  advantage  and  benefit 
to  our  patients.  By  the  use  of  this  Hospital  for  medical  patients, 
the  volume  of  work  has  not  suffered  any  diminution  and  the 
numbers  of  in-patients  treated  are  in  fact  greater  than  the 
previous  year — as  is  also  the  case  with  out-patients.  Further¬ 
more  it  has  been  possible  to  reduce  the  waiting  list.  The  whole 
purpose  of  the  extension  scheme  is,  of  course,  to  reduce  that  list 
to  about  half  its  present  level  of  five  hundred,  and  it  is  expected 
that  this  can  be  done  when  beds  are  increased  to  three  hundred.

Medical.  The  reduction  in  the  waiting  list  is  only  in  part 
due  to  the  greater  number  of  beds  available.  By  far  the  biggest 
factor  is  the  human  element,  and  it  is  to  the  Medical  and  Nursing 
Staff  that  the  Committee  pays  tribute  for  their  great  contribution 
to  the  year’s  work.  It  is  reassuring  in  these  days  when  some  feel 
that  a  spirit  quite  foreign  to  our  race  has  appeared  amongst  us 
that  our  doctors  and  nurses  still  put  service  to  others  before 
self,  and  their  responsibilities  before  their  rights.  During  the 
year  the  Committee  confirmed  the  following  appointments, 
recommended  by  the  Selection  Committee.  Those  marked  with  a 
*  confirm  temporary  appointments  reported  last  year  : —

It  is  noted  with  pleasure  that  Mr.  Norman  Duggan,  who 
succeeded  Dr.  Rook  as  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Committee, 
has  recently  accepted  an  invitation  to  serve  on  the  Regional 
Hospitals’  Board. 
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The  Committee  expects  to  be  able  to  report  next  year  the 
realisation  of  some  of  its  aims  regarding  the  extension  of  Con¬ 
sulting  Services  by  the  appointment  of  new  Visiting  Specialists. 

Work  in  the  Special  Departments  of  the  Hospital  has  again 
increased,  notably  in  the  Physiotherapy,  X-Ray  and  Patho¬ 
logical  Departments.  In  the  Pathologist’s  report  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  Hospital  now  provides  half  the  units  of  work  dealt 
with  in  the  Laboratory. 

Nursing.  In  all  our  considerations  the  factor  most  fre¬ 
quently  returned  to,  with  that  of  accommodation,  is  the  Nursing 
Staff.  We  count  ourselves  fortunate  in  not  having  been  faced 
hitherto  with  such  acute  difficulties  as  some  other  hospitals 
have  encountered.  This  is  not,  however,  quite  fortuitous  but 
due  to  a  great  extent  to  the  personality,  wisdom  and  foresight 
of  Miss  Healey,  the  Matron,  to  whom  and  her  lieutenants  and 
the  student  nurses  we  extend  our  thanks  and  appreciation. 

During  the  year  an  inspector  of  the  General  Nursing  Council 
paid  us  a  visit  and  carried  out  a  complete  inspection.  Several 
of  her  recommendations  have  since  been  carried  out  in  the  ward 
reconstruction  schemes,  and  an  explanation  was  given  of  further 
improvements  contemplated.  Information  was  also  given  of 
revised  time-tables  designed  to  shorten  hours  of  work,  which 
were  put  into  operation  during  the  year. 

The  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  gave  considerable  assistance 
in  a  Nursing  Recruitment  Campaign  held  in  the  Guildhall  in 
March  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministries  of  Labour  and 
Information.  Although  the  Campaign  was  well  carried  out, 
results  were  not  as  fruitful  as  had  been  hoped. 

A  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  supervision  of  the  health 
of  nursing  and  domestic  staff  has  been  put  into  operation,  where¬ 
by  the  Hospital  figures  on  the  panel  of  the  Local  Insurance  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  one  of  the  physicians  acts  as  Medical  Officer  to  the 
Staff. 

The  Committee  congratulates  the  successful  candidates 
and  the  Matron,  Sister  Tutor,  and  Medical  Lecturers,  on  the 
high  standard  of  results  obtained  in  the  State  Examinations, 
the  “  acid  test  ”  of  a  Training  School.  The  Nurses’  Speech 
Day  and  Prize-giving  was  held  in  December,  when  Professor 
Seymour  Barling  gave  a  most  stimulating  address  and  afterwards 
presented  certificates  and  prizes.  At  tea  in  the  Nurses’  Home 
after  this  ceremony,  many  old  nurses  enjoyed  a  reunion. 
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Almoner’s  Department.  Miss  Hilda  Drucker  took  up 
her  duties  as  Almoner  in  October  and  has  already  done  much 
to  reorganise  and  improve  the  welfare  side  of  the  service  of  the 
Hospital.  As  a  further  step  towards  this  it  was  decided  at  the  end 
of  the  year  to  appoint  a  second  Almoner.  Much  emphasis  is 
to-day  laid  on  the  importance  of  social  service,  and  as  there  is 
such  a  great  scope  for  this  work  in  a  hospital,  which  will  be  even 
greater  under  the  new  Health  Service,  further  additions  to  the 
staff  may  be  necessary  in  the  near  future. 

Chaplain.  The  Committee  is  most  grateful  to  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  C.  Morson  for  his  services  as  Acting  Chaplain  during  the 
absence  of  the  Rev.  A.  P.  Taylor.  On  his  return  from  war 
service,  to  the  Committee’s  great  regret,  Mr.  Taylor  found  him¬ 
self  unable  to  carry  on  his  work  at  the  Infirmary.  This  office 
is  not  an  easy  one  to  fill,  and  Rev.  James  Nankivell  was  good 
enough  to  add  these  duties  to  those  of  his  already  fairly  onerous 
post  of  Hurd  Librarian.  We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Nankivell 
not  only  for  his  conscientious  and  stimulating  ministrations, 
but  for  his  very  keen  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  as  a 
whole  and  care  to  maintain  and  foster  its  traditional  link  with 
the  Church. 

Engineer.  Mr.  F.  Monger  retired  after  30  years’  service 
as  Engineer  in  July,  with  the  good  wishes  of  the  Committee  and 
thanks  for  his  devoted  service.  In  view  of  the  increasing  im¬ 
portance  of  this  department,  much  care  was  devoted  to  the 
appointment  of  a  successor.  In  Mr.  J.  L.  Hallam,  whose  good 
qualities  have  already  revealed  themselves,  the  Committee  is 
assured  that  the  new  plant  and  elaborate  mechanical  equipment 
of  the  Hospital  are  in  very  safe  hands. 

Finance.  The  steeply  rising  cost  of  running  the  Hospital 
has  been  one  of  the  Committee’s  most  serious  concerns  during 
the  year.  A  special  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  giving  a  full 
statement  of  estimated  expenditure  upon  capital  improvements 
and  maintenance  up  to  December,  1947,  was  submitted  to  us 
in  September.  This  statement  showed  that,  assuming  the 
Bicentenary  Appeal,  launched  in  January,  to  be  a  success,  by 
the  end  of  the  year  the  debt  would  be  practically  reduced  to 
the  amount  of  the  loan  of  £75,000  from  the  Bank.  Unfortun¬ 
ately  the  time  of  launching  the  appeal  proved  most  unpropitious ; 
publication  of  the  National  Health  Service  Bill  and  the  con¬ 
sequent  erroneous  impression  abroad  that  the  Government  were 
almost  immediately  assuming  financial  responsibility  for  hospitals, 
made  further  effort  useless,  and  the  campaign  had  to  be  aban- 
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doned.  In  consequence,  and  also  by  reason  of  necessary  additions 
made  to  the  scheme  of  extensions  and  not  allowed  for  in  the 
estimates,  the  budgetary  position  is  considerably  altered  as 
compared  with  the  outlook  in  September.  The  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  has  recently  taken  these  facts  into  consideration  in  its 
examination  of  the  audited  accounts,  and  the  position  appears 
now  that,  after  allowing  for  all  sources  of  income  up  to  1st  April, 
1948,  which  is  expected  to  be  the  day  appointed  for  the  transfer 
of  the  Hospitals  to  the  State,  almost  £100,000  will  remain  to  be 
found.  Since,  under  present  conditions,  there  would  appear 
no  prospect  of  raising  this  large  sum  by  voluntary  means,  the 
Committee  has  decided  to  approach  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
assistance  in  tiding  the  Hospital  over  until  the  appointed  day. 

It  is  with  some  relief  and  no  little  pleasure,  that  we  turn 
from  these  somewhat  sombre  facts  to  acknowledge  with  very 
sincere  gratitude  the  efforts  of  all  supporters  of  the  Hospital  to 
keep  the  voluntary  flag  flying  until  “  the  changing  of  the  guard.” 
But  for  their  sustained  interest,  the  Infirmary’s  case  would  have 
been  very  different.  We  therefore  extend  to  all  subscribers, 
donors,  members  of  the  Contributory  Scheme  and  Women’s 
Auxiliary  Association,  and  to  the  many  donors  of  gifts  in  kind, 
who  have  maintained  the  revenue  of  the  Hospital,  our  heartfelt 
thanks.  We  also  record  our  gratitude  to  those  who,  by  personal 
service,  have  forwarded  our  work  and  eased  our  path.  We  are 
sure  that  people  of  the  City  and  County  who  have  seen  the 
Hospital  through  the  vicissitudes  of  two  centuries  will  not  fail 
in  their  support  to  the  end. 

Prospect.  These  vicissitudes  are  most  worthily  and  ably 
recorded  in  Dr.  McMenemey’s  recently  published  “  History 
of  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary,”  and  the  Committee  desires 
to  acknowledge  here  its  debt  to  the  author  for  his  great  labours 
and  service  to  the  Hospital.  They  have  produced  a  work  having 
far  more  than  the  special  interest  its  title  implies  at  a  most 
opportune  time.  The  history  of  the  Infirmary,  as  with  many 
things,  shows  in  true  perspective  the  effect  of  conditions  and 
trends  not  in  focus  at  the  time,  and  the  direct  consequence  of 
wise  decisions  and  of  miscalculations  alike.  The  past  of  the 
Infirmary  is,  however,  but  a  fraction  of  its  future,  and  though 
its  direction  w7ill  be  in  other  hands,  the  Committee  is  trying  to 
foresee  the  course  of  events  and  to  shape  its  policy  accordingly. 
It  is  probable  that,  as  foreshadowed  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
survey,  the  site  of  the  Hospital  will  ultimately  be  abandoned, 
but  it  is  felt  that  this  prospect  is  quite  out  of  the  range  of  this 
Committee’s  practical  consideration.  With  this  in  mind,  the 
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Committee  has  concerned  itself  with  the  fullest  development 
of  the  present  site  in  order  that  its  successors  may  take  over 
the  most  complete  facilities  that  present  resources  allow. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  longer  view  is  possible  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  and  extension  of  services.  In  our  opinion  it  will  obviously 
be  necessary  in  a  City  such  as  Worcester  to  concentrate  a  full 
range  of  Specialists.  The  past  shows  how  economic  considera¬ 
tions  have  militated  against  this,  but  conversely  it  has  been  shown 
how  demand  grows  for  specialist  services  as  soon  as  they  are 
made  available.  In  a  national  scheme  therefore,  with  necessary 
subsidies,  there  should  not  be  the  same  handicap  in  establishing 
for  the  whole  country  a  full  service  in  every  district.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  will  therefore  go  ahead  in  conjunction,  where  necessary, 
with  other  authorities  in  extending  the  range  of  Consultants, 
so  that  even  if  they  cannot  for  the  time  being  be  ideally  accom¬ 
modated,  Worcester  will  not  lack  the  best  expert  medical  advice 
and  treatment  obtainable.

AREA  LABORATORIES. 


Annual  Report  for  1946.

Of  the  work  going  through  Area  Laboratory  50.8%  (last 
year  34.07%)  comes  from  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary. 
It  will  be  noticed,  therefore,  that  there  has  been  a  decline  in 
work  since  1945  and  this  can  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the 
Emergency  Hospitals  have  been  less  busy;  on  the  other  hand 
the  volume  of  “  non  E.M.S.  work  ”  has  increased. 

Barnsley  Hall  Emergency  Hospital.  This  hospital  is 
closing  at  the  end  of  January  1947,  but  the  staff  of  the  laboratory 
is  being  maintained  for  the  Mental  Hospital.  During  1946  the 
laboratory  was  used  to  some  extent  by  the  practitioners  of 
Bromsgrove;  in  view  of  the  population  of  Bromsgrove,  both  in 
the  rural  and  urban  districts,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is 
on  the  route  from  Redditch  to  Worcester,  it  is  desirable  that  the 
laboratory  in  Bromsgrove  should  be  maintained.  As  soon  as 
possible  we  should  like  to  see  this  laboratory  unit  transferred 
to  the  proposed  site  in  the  Public  Assistance  Institute  adjoining 
All  Saints’  Hospital :  in  this  situation  it  will  be  more  convenient 
for  the  practitioners  of  Bromsgrove  and  some  work,  especially 
postmortems,  should  be  available  in  the  Public  Assistance 
Hospital. 

During  the  year  Miss  Minnie  left  in  order  to  work  in  the 
University  Department  of  Bacteriology  in  Birmingham;  in  view 
of  the  easing  of  the  work  she  has  not  been  replaced.  In  this 


laboratory  saline  has  been  prepared  regularly  by  Mr.  Garner 
for  use  in  the  Emergency  Hospital.  During  the  year  1946  the 
laboratory  dispensed  565,532,000  units  of  Penicillin. 

Ronkswood  Hospital.  Dr.  Sheila  Newstead  left  on  30th 
March  and  Dr.  E.  Mason  Barker  was  appointed  in  her  place. 
Until  his  arrival  on  21st  October,  Dr.  Myra  K.  Beattie  acted  as  a 
locum  tenens.  Both  Dr.  Beattie  and  Dr.  Barker  have  spent 
much  time  helping  in  the  Area  Laboratory.  461,836,000  Units 
of  Penicillin  were  dispensed  during  the  year. 

Area  Laboratory,  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary.  The  new 

clinical  laboratory  was  eventually  opened  on  4th  November,  but 
at  the  time  of  writing  the  electrical  installation  is  still  incomplete. 
The  opening  of  this  additional  room  has  eased  the  overcrowding 
besides  improving  the  technical  work  and  the  smooth  running 
of  the  Department. 

On  November  2nd  the  Area  Laboratory  housed  the  first 
meeting  of  the  recently  formed  Midlands  Branch  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Clinical  Pathologists.  In  addition  the  Department  has 
organised  a  Clinico-Pathological  Conference  each  month  (the 
second  Wednesday  in  the  month  at  4.0  p.m.)  and  these  have 
proved  valuable  for  visiting  practitioners  as  well  as  for  the 
Infirmary  staff.  Use  has  been  made  of  a  microscope  projector 
assembled  for  the  Department  by  Mr.  R.  W.  Armstrong  of  the 
Victor  X-ray  Corporation  and  completed  by  the  Infirmary 
carpenter. 

The  bacteriological  technician  left  in  order  to  take  up  an 
appointment  in  Birmingham  but  soon  after  his  departure  a 
more  senior  technician  returned  from  war  service  and  the  sub¬ 
department  is  now  working  smoothly.  The  routine  work  is 
handled  by  Dr.  P.  C.  Meyer.  1,087,366,300  units  of  Penicillin 
have  been  issued  by  the  Laboratory  during  the  year,  870,000,000 
units  of  them  for  Infirmary  patients.  As  from  January  1st,  1947, 
the  newly  enlarged  Dispensary  undertook  the  dispensing  of 
Penicillin. 

The  amount  of  venereal  diagnostic  work  has  steadily 
increased  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Worcester  City  Health 
Department  now  undertakes  the  Wassermann  reaction  on  all 
pregnant  women  attending  clinics.  Richardson’s  modification 
of  the  Harrison-Wyler  technique  continues  to  be  used  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Ford  Robertson  Cloquhoun  modification  of 
the  Meinicke  reaction  and  in  all  positive  or  doubtful  cases,  the 
Kahn  reaction  as  well.  The  return  from  the  services  of  Mr. 
Anthony,  the  V.D.  orderly  has  eased  the  work  of  the  senior 
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technician,  Mr.  W.  H.  Whitehead,  who,  during  the  war  years 
has  carried  on  zealously  in  spite  of  being  overworked. 

The  junior  technician  undertaking  the  histological  work, 
who  was  trained  at  Birmingham  University,  left  to  get  married. 
Efforts  to  secure  a  senior  technician  in  histology  have 
completely  failed  owing  to  the  fact  that  accommodation  for  a 
married  man  cannot  be  found  in  Worcester.  At  the  moment 
the  work  is  being  done,  and  in  the  circumstances  done  very  well 
indeed,  by  a  junior  trained  by  Mr.  Wild,  but  the  work  is  of 
necessity  confined  to  routine.  During  the  year  218  postmortems 
were  performed,  124  of  them  Infirmary  patients,  representing 
66.6%  of  the  deaths  in  the  hospital. 

Following  a  visit  from  an  Inspector  of  the  Home  Office, 
the  House  Governor  on  21st  October,  received  a  letter  requesting 
that  a  new  Animal  House  be  provided  as  soon  as  possible  and 
that  plans  be  submitted  for  approval  before  building  operations 
commence. 

In  the  Biochemical  Department,  Mr.  Salt  has  continued 
his  research  work  in  rheumatic  disorders.  His  technician  left 
during  the  year  in  order  to  work  at  the  University  of  Birmingham 
and  Mr.  Salt  is  now  training  another.  He  has  also  taken  on  a 
junior  technician  just  returned  from  the  Forces.  In  addition  a 
voluntary  student  was  taken  on  for  a  period  of  a  year  until  such 
time  as  she  can  secure  admission  to  a  Medical  School. 

Since  October  1945  the  Laboratory  Nurse  (Mrs.  I.  Atkin¬ 
son)  with  the  help  of  her  student,  Miss  D.  Waldron,  has  under¬ 
taken  to  run  a  syringe  service  for  the  hospital.  Syringes  are 
now  provided  for  the  hospital  for  all  intravenous  and  intra¬ 
muscular  purposes.  This  service  is  also  made  available  to  the 
Worcester  City  Antenatal  Clinics. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  whereby  a  technician 
is  on  duty  on  Saturday  afternoon.  This  means  that  the  Labora¬ 
tory  is  open  from  9.0  a.m.  to  6.0  p.m.  each  week-day  and  between 
11.0  a.m.  and  12.0  noon  each  Sunday  and  Public  Holiday.  In 
addition,  Dr.  Meyer,  the  trainee  pathologist,  sleeps  in  the  con¬ 
sulting  room,  because  accommodation  cannot  be  found  for  him 
in  the  hospital.  On  many  occasions  his  presence  has  proved 
valuable,  and  it  is  suggested  that  where  a  Resident  Pathologist 
cannot  be  provided  in  an  area  laboratory,  a  technician  on  duty 
should  be  provided  with  sleeping  accommodation  in  or  near 
the  department. 

During  the  year  the  Journal  Library  has  been  built  up  and 
this  is  now  housed  in  a  room  where  doctors  may  have  access 
to  it  without  disturbing  the  work  of  the  department. 
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The  clerical  work,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  D.  Daffurn 
who  came  here  in  March,  has  increased  in  scope.  A  new  Post¬ 
mortem  record  book  has  been  instituted  and  pathological  findings 
at  autopsy,  as  well  as  specimens  for  surgical  histology  and  selected 
blood  films,  are  catalogued  and  filed  according  to  the  Logi 
Standard  Nomenclature  of  Disease.  The  accounts  continue 
to  be  prepared  in  the  department. 

After  a  delay  of  seven  months  permits  for  the  proposed 
Malvern  Hospital  side  room  laboratory  have  come  through  and 
building  operations  should  proceed  in  the  near  future.  At 
Droitwich  alterations  are  in  progress  and  the  new  laboratory 
there,  situated  on  the  premises  of  the  Highfield  Hospital,  should 
be  ready  before  long.

Annual  Report,  1946/1947. 

Since  the  election  of  the  present  Officers  and  Committee,  in  1941, 
they  have  always  aimed  at  the  very  ambitious  target  of  raising  £1,000 
in  one  year  for  the  Royal  Infirmary.  For  several  years  the  total  has 
been  round  the  £900  mark,  but  they  are  very  pleased  to  inform  members 
and  friends  that  during  the  financial  year  just  ended,  a  clear  profit  of 
£1098  18s.  4d.  has  been  raised  for  the  Association.  The  financial 
statement  will  shew  how  this  amount  has  been  reached,  and  it  will 
be  realised  that  it  has  meant  really  hard  work  for  those  members 
who  have  the  welfare  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  at  heart,  and  we  should 
like  to  congratulate  and  thank  them  very  sincerely  for  this  splendid 
achievement. 

Renovation  and  Decoration  of  Infirmary  Chapel.  In  view  of 
the  coming  Nationalisation  of  all  Hospitals,  the  Committee  felt  that 
they  would  like  to  make  a  more  permanent  gift  to  the  Infirmary  than 
the  purchase  of  linen  as  a  memento  of  their  twelve  years’  work.  Last 
autumn,  advised  by  Mr.  Wigg  and  Matron,  and  with  the  full  agree¬ 
ment  of  the  House  Committee,  they  decided  to  put  plans  into  operation 
to  have  the  Infirmary  Chapel  improved  and  decorated.  In  order  that 
the  linen  fund  should  not  in  any  way  suffer,  they  also  decided  to  raise 
the  money  separately  for  this  purpose,  and  a  large  Christmas  Fair 
was  held  in  the  Guildhall  in  November.  This,  with  two  or  three  smaller 
efforts,  raised  over  £400,  and  of  the  present  amount  standing  to  the 
Association’s  credit,  £500  has  been  definitely  allocated  to  the  restora¬ 
tion  of  the  Chapel,  and  to  making  it  a  beautiful  one.  A  fine  two-manual 
electric  organ  has  been  offered  as  a  gift,  and  a  chaplain’s  chair  and 
lectern  have  also  been  promised.  The  actual  decorating  has  not  yet 
been  commenced  owing  to  some  delay  in  obtaining  permits,  but  we 
hope  that  the  work  will  soon  go  forward  and  that  in  the  autumn  it 
will  be  possible  to  hold  a  service  there,  to  which  all  members  will  be 
invited. 

Gifts  in  Kind.  During  the  year  the  Association  has  purchased 
linen  amounting  to  £653  Is.  lOd.  This  included  85  pairs  sheets, 
288  draw  sheets,  108  dozen  linen  towels,  84  dozen  tea  cloths,  48  dozen 
kitchen  cloths,  200  yards  linen  roller  towelling.  It  was  hoped  that 
288  pillow-cases  and  72  white  bedspreads,  now  on  order,  would  be 
delivered  in  time  for  inclusion  in  the  last  financial  year,  but  these  are 
not  yet  to  hand. 

Buffet.  For  some  months  the  Out-Patients’  Buffet  has  been 
OPENED  EVERY  DAY,  INCLUDING  SUNDAY.  It  is  still  worked 
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by  a  voluntary  rota  of  members,  under  the  very  able  leadership  of 
Mrs.  W.  G.  Bennett.  During  the  long  and  extremely  hard  winter,  with 
very  few  exceptions,  the  members  all  went  on  duty  on  their  appointed 
days  to  serve  hot  drinks,  etc.,  to  patients,  visitors  and  staff.  We  should 
like  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  the  Buffet  helpers 
have  done,  and  especially  would  mention  Mrs.  Turton  and  Mrs. 
Newman  in  connection  with  the  distribution  of  stores  for  the  Buffet. 
Mrs.  Bennett  would  be  very  grateful  if  more  members  would  volunteer 
to  help  on  the  Buffet,  even  if  just  one  half-day  each  month,  as  during 
the  holiday  months  it  is  more  difficult  to  keep  the  rota  of  helpers 
working  continually  each  day  of  the  week. 

Mending  Party.  The  Mending  Party  continues  to  meet  in  the 
Board  Room  each  Thursday  for  the  mending  and  marking  of  linen. 
The  everage  attendance  is  25  members,  and  many  of  them  have  now 
been  working  loyally  in  this  way  for  nearly  ten  years,  when  the  Mend¬ 
ing  Group  was  first  formed.  There  is  also  a  Savings  Group  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Mending  Party,  and  its  Secretary,  Mrs.  Carpenter, 
reports  that  during  1946  over  £391  was  subscribed  in  Savings 
Certificates. 

Subscriptions.  Mrs.  Carpenter,  the  Subscription  Treasurer, 
reports  that  there  were  45  new  members  last  year,  but  that  the  total 
amount  received  in  Subscriptions  was  £3  less  than  the  previous  year. 
We  believe  that  this  is  because  several  of  the  Association’s  Collectors 
have  either  left  the  district  or  had  to  give  up  their  work,  and  Mrs. 
Carpenter  would  greatly  appreciate  it  if  members  would  send  their 
subscriptions  direct  to  her,  or  bring  them  to  one  of  the  meetings. 

Arts  and  Crafts  Class.  In  view  of  the  terribly  wet  day  for  last 
year’s  Garden  Fete,  the  Committee  decided  to  work  for  one  big 
Christmas  Fete,  which  is  planned  to  take  place  in  the  Guildhall  next 
November.  Several  members  have  already  started  handicraft  work 
for  this,  and  Mrs.  F.  Brettell,  the  “  Arts  and  Crafts  ”  Secretary,  would 
be  glad  if  members  would  do  embroidery,  etc.,  at  home  during  the 
summer  months.  She  will  supply  the  materials  and  will  help  these 
members  in  any  way  possible. 

Library.  The  wards  are  still  visited  each  week  and  patients 
supplied  with  books  and  magazines.  Members  take  the  “  book  trolley  ” 
to  the  men’s  wards  on  Monday  and  to  the  women’s  wards  on  Thursday. 
This  work  is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Dovey,  who  spends  many 
hours  collecting,  sorting  and  tabulating  books,  and  the  Association 
are  grateful  to  her  and  to  all  the  library  helpers  for  bringing  pleasure 
to  the  patients  in  this  way. 
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Monthly  Meetings.  The  Committee  feel  some  concern  that  the 
attendance  at  these  monthly  meetings  has  recently  not  been  so  good, 
possibly  because  of  the  return  to  “  black-out  ”  and  the  severe  winter. 
An  interesting  programme  has  been  planned  for  the  forthcoming 
year,  and  as  it  gives  a  splendid  opportunity  of  members  getting  together 
and  meeting  socially,  it  is  hoped  that  more  members  will  come  again 
to  the  monthly  meetings. 

The  Committee  would,  in  conclusion,  like  to  express  their 
appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mrs.  A.  F. 
Hobson.  Several  of  the  big  efforts  last  year  involved  increasing  respons¬ 
ibility,  and  since  the  Buffet  has  opened  daily  the  financial  work  has 
grown,  and  the  Association  is  grateful  for  her  continued  help.  They 
would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  H.  J.  C.  Dawes,  the  Hon.  Auditor,  for 
very  kindly  auditing  the  Association’s  books.
